World Zionist Organization Tres- 
surer Arye Dulzin has hit out hard 
at last week's decision by Zionist 
leaders to dispense with elections 
for the forthcoming Zionist Con- 
gress. Dulzin said yesterday the 
decision was “a blow to the dem- 
ocratic character of the Zionist 
movement.” 

‘The decision was taken at a spe- 
cial meeting of the Zionist General 
Council (the “Actions Committee’) 
during last week's Jewish Agency 
Assembly. It determined that 
wherever 90 per cent of Zionist 
Tepresentatives (elected five years 
ago, before the last Congress) 
agree on a Slate for the next Con- 
gress, no elections need be held. 

‘WZOQ Chairman, Yosef Almogi 
said subsequently that the decision 
Meant that there would be elec- 
tions “in most countries” since 
the 90 per cent requirement would 
be hard to attain. 

Dulzin, however, maintained that 
the decision meant there would not 
be elections “in most counfries.” 

(It has already been irrevocably 
decided, The Jerusalem Post reliably 
Jearns, not to hold elections in the 
US., where two-thirds of the Dias- 
pora's registered Zionists live.) 

Dulzin told The Jerusalem Post 
the decision to forgo elections 
would “prevent new groups and 


young people who have joined the 


Zionist movement since the last 
Congress from appearing at the 
Congress. 

The decision he said, stemmed 
from “party-political manoeuvring 
designed to secure the continuation 
of the status quo... to freeze the 
present situation ... The responsi- 
bility for it lies chiefly with the 
Confederation of General Zionists 
and with the Labour Zionists.” 

‘Dulzin rejected Almogi's asser- 
tion that elections would inevitably 
entail a two-year postponement of 
the Congress. The Zionist General 
Council bad decided back in Jan- 
uary to hold elections, and prepara- 
tions had been launched. The elec- 
tions could still be held in time, the 
Treasurer ‘insisted. 

Dulzin’s stand in favour of elec- 
tiens has once again sparked 
rumours of bad blood between him 
and Almogi, despite a public rap- 
prochement between them last 
week. 


Some observers, apparently close 
to Dulzin, have argued that Almogi 
prefers not to have elections so as 
not to risk a change in the power- 
balance which could possibly help 
‘Dulzin mount ἃ new challenge for 
the chairmanship. 

Sources close to Almogi insist, on 
the other hand, that the chairman 
was in fact uncomfortable with the 
decision to forgo elections — but 
his only alternative had been to 


postpede the Congress, which he 
preferred not to do. The postpone- 
ment would inevitably stretch to 
two years these sources argue, be- 
cause of the Israeli elections due 
late in 1977. 

It was the Confederation which 
was the main proponent of the 
decision to walve the elections. Con- 
federation leaders, among them the 
heads of Hadassah, argue inter 
aia that elections would be an an- 
justified cash expenditure and 
would clash In the U.S. with the 


Presidential elections — am un- 
desirable situation. 
The Confederation’s political 


rivals contend, though. that its fear 
of elections stems from its internal 
power struggles and from its fear 
of losing votes in Britain and other 
countries. 


The Premier spoke privately with 
Mr. Almogi, it is understood, and 
urged him to tone down his at- 
tacks on Mr. Dulzin. Mr. Rabin’s 
top aide, Amos Eran, apparently 
delivered a similar message to 
Dulzin. 

None of the parties involved 
wished to comment on this report 
yesterday. “Some things are best 
left cut of the newspapers,” Amos 
Eran said.

New friction is bullding up be- 
tween Police Minister Shlomo 
Billel and the Knesset Interior 
Committee over allegations of feeble 
police response to reported wide- 
spread extortion and the “protec- 
tion” racket. 

For months the committee has 
been studying the problem, follow- 
ing several motions for the agenda 
from ‘oth Coalition and Opposi- 
tion MKs. 

Yesterday the committee learned 
that Hillel has ordered the chief 
of police intelligence, Sgan-Nitzav 
Sami Nahmias, to ignore the com- 
mittee's invitation to appear before 


it and .testify. 
On June 15 Nahmias's deputy, 
Sgan-Nitzav Ya'acov Nahmias, 


gave the committee classified data. 
Parts of this were Jater leaked to 
the press, including hints of al- 
leged ties between criminals and 
public officials. 

(In the official minutes of that 
committee meeting, the officer’s re- 
ference to “ties” was. given as a 
report that criminals — in their 
conversations — frequently claim 
to have connections with public 
officials, to impress their Hsteners.)

Dependable sources of in- 
formation on the underworld have 
been lost, with informers now 
afraid to offer the police vital data. 

Rosolio added that he would be 
“prepared to cooperate’ with the 
committee, if it appointed a spe- 
cial sub-committee to deal with 
police matters. This suggestion en- 
raged ‘Chairman Yoram Eridor, 
who said: “I know it is possible 
for a Knesset committee to express 
its mon-confidence in a Minister or 
ἃ Police ‘Inspector-General.

Eridor added: “In view of what

A young couple from Jerusalem's 
Asbestonim quarter took their 
three-month-old triplets to the 
Knesset yesterday to demonstrate 
against bureaucratic bungling which 
they say has thwarted thetr efforts 
to find a home. 

Ring and Zvulun Muaillem, 18 
and 21, described their search for 
@ flat, as they sat last night in the 
asbestos prefab they share with 
Zvulun’s mother, who is mentally 
ill, and his five brothers and sisters. 

They were told they were entitled 
to help from Prazot, the state- 
municipal housing company, one 
week after the chHdren's birth, but 
they had to find the flat them- 
selves. After nearly two months of 
searching, they found one that fit 
Prazot’s size price specifications, 
only to be told that the welghbour- 
hood in Ir Ganim was already too 
much of a drain on the local social

abducted in Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES. — At least 30 
Uruguayans are missing in the 
second mass abduction of leftist re- 
fugees here in five weeks, the 
Tnited Nations high commission for 
refugees disclosed on Monday. 

“The refugees were abducted by 
armed men in various parts of the 
city last Tuesday," Robert Muller, 
the Swiss head of the UN agency's 
local office, said. 

There was no comment from 
Argentine authorities, and Muller 
would not say why the information 
was not released earlier. 

On June 11, armed men stormed 
into two hotels and took away at 
least 25 political refugees. Released 
after 24 hours, some of the refugees 
Said they had been tortured, and 
al! said they were ordered to leave 
the country. An estimated 25,000 
refugees stil remain. 

Some security sources blamed the 
abductions on right-wing terrorists, 
who want the refugees — mostly 
leftists who fled right-wing coups in 


Chile and Uruguay — out of Argen- 
tina. 

The military government has said 
it would like the refugees to leave, 
because some may have ties to the 
leftist terrorists who regularly 
strike at government Installations. 

On Sunday, about 600 refugees 
ended a two.week ‘hunger strike, 
protesting against what they said 
were obstacles that kept them from 
leaving Argentina. 

The tine army said that 
Roberto Santucho, the kingpin of 
Latin American terrorism, was 
killed on Monday in a clash with 
security police. 

Police sources said Santucho's 
chief lieutenant, Enrique Gorriaran, 
also was killed in the clash, at 
Villa Martelli, north of here. The 
official army communique, however, 
did not mention him. 

Santucho, 42, headed the Marxist 
Peeple’s Revolutionary Army 
blamed for scores of kidnappings,

World’s biggest robbery at bank in Nice 
Porn-loving thieves net $10m. 


NICE, France. —- Thieves with a 
taste for pornography may have 
pulled off the world’s biggest bank 
robbery here at the weekend, with 
estimates of losses put as ‘high as 
50 million francs (1L80m.). 

Burrowing like moles through the 
sewers of this resort city, famous 
for its millionaire clientele, the 
robbers settled down with wine, 
sandwiches and pornographic ma- 
gazines to ransack 300 safe-deposit 
boxes and the night safe with cash 
from local supermarkets. 

According to police sources 
quoted by French television, their 
haul could be anything between 40 
and 50 million francs. 

This is more than double the re- 
cord $4.3m. stolen from the Arm- 


oured Express str in Chi- 
cago in 1974 or the estimated 11 
Million Lebanese pounds (XL30m.) 
taken from the British Bank of the 
Middle East in Beirut in January 
‘The thieves, thought to number 
six, welded the strongroom door 
shut behind them, scrawled the 
message: “no shooting, no violence, 
no hate" on the inside wall, and 
vanished down the eight-metre tun- 
nel they had dug into the labyrinth 
of the town’s sewer system. 

The raid by the “sewer rat” gang 
on the Société Général Bank arous- 
ed no suspicion at a police head- 
quarters, only 200 metres away. 

Angry clients besieged the bank 
yesterday and police had to inter-

US. navy: Kiev move into Med. ‘significant’ 


WASHINGTON. — The movement 
of the Soviet aircraft carrier Kiev 
into the eastern Mediterranean is 
a “significant development” that 
eventually could affect the naval 
balance of power, U.S. Navy 
sources said Monday. (Nato stra- 
tegists on Sunday played down the 
military significance of the move.) 

The Kiev, the Soviet Union's only 
fully-fledged aircraft carrier in 
operation, passed out of the Black 
Sea through the Bosporus Straits 
about dawn on Sunday. It is about 
300 metres long, between 30,000 
and 40,000 tons, and roughly the 


same size a8 a U.S. aircraft carrier 
in World War 1, 

Yesterday, the Kiev was in the 
Aegean Sea and heading toward 
the eastern Mediterranean. 


Intelligence reports reaching Wash- 
ington say the Kiev is equipped 
with 25 to 30 Yak36 short-takeoff 
and landing aircraft and about two 
dozen “Hormone” twin turboprop 
helicopters. The Yaks ere similar 
to the British-built Harrier aircraft. 

Navy sources said the Turkish 
government, which is empowered to 
prevent movement of all but “de- 


fensive” warships through the nar- 
row straits that are Russia’s only 
southern outlet to warm waters, 
classified the ship as a “submarine 
interceptor cruiser." The Montreux 
Convention, which governs move- 
ment of ships through the straits, 
was written in 1986, before aircraft 
carriers were 8. reality. 

The U.S. Navy is willing to say 
publicly that the Soviets have two 
of these carriera in the water, one 
more under construction. Intelligence 
reports say perhaps two additional 
carriers will be built in the next 
few years.

Jerusalem Post Reporter 
INDEPENDENT and possibly 
talented free-lancers in the media 
face hostile, attitudes in their fight 
for economic survival in Israel. 
“Who needs them? Why can't they 
get a regular job?” is the prevail- 

view according to one free- 
junce writer who‘ unburdened ‘her- 
self of her woes to The Jerusalem 
Post recently. 

“The answer is simple,” journal- 
Ist Sybil Kaufman wrote. We free- 
lancers mostly come from countries 
where initiative in working for one- 
self is recognized and respected.” 
Ms. Kaufman summarized the ex- 
periences here of free-lancers who 
write, lecture or work as photo- 
Braphers. 

It is not uncommon for a free- 
lancer to wait two to five months 
for payment for work done — often 
when it was undertaken as a “rush 
job” because a regular employee 
was too busy or otherwise unable 
to handle the job. 

In the media, a free-lancer is 
rarely asked what peyment he 
wants; he is simply told the rate 
and then can take it or leave it. 

The free-lancer is mot insured 
against injury when on the job and 
must pay his own National In- 
surance. He must also establish his 
‘own pension fund

New benefit for 
pregnant women

The amendment grants a woman 
worker up to 40 hours paid off- 
time during her pregnamcy for 
necessary examinations and check- 
ups until she gives birth. 

Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino, chair. 
man of the Labour Committee, ex- 
plained that the law was needed 
since the overwhelming majority of 
this country's mother-and-child 
health stations are open only for 
the first half of the day. 


The new benefit will not be 
available to women workers who 
live near the few health stations 
which ore open in the afternoons 
as well.

Kupat Holim, in its quest to cut expenses, is doing a brisk patient 
turnover in its hospitals. But this is apparently not being achieved 
without affecting government hospitals, who now receive fewer Kupat 
Holim patients, writes MACABEE DEAN. 


in ‘Government hospitals for three 
or four years. Now they must 
switch to Kupat Holim hospitals. 
Kupat Holim patients scheduled for 
operations in Government hospitals 
simply don’t turn up, they can’t 
get the necessary “Form 7." And 
the worst thing 15 that a decision 
to send a patlent for an operation 
in a Government hospital is not 
taken by his doctor, but by a 
Kupat Holim clerk.” 

‘Dr. Israel Klein, acting head of 
the Assaf ‘Harofeh Government 
hospital reporta a ten per cemt drop 
in occupancy. Especially hard hit 
is Assaf Harofeh's childrens wards, 
for Kupat Holim is sending 
Pediatric cases to either Kaplan 
Hospital in Rehovot or to Sharon 
in Petah Tikva. 

But at the Sharon Hospital, Dr. 
Ezra Hilian, head of the Pediatrics 
Department, reports happily that 
“our occupancy rate was once only 
75 to 80 per cent. Even with poe 
addition of the youngsters from As- 
ΒΑ Harofeh, we still have empty 
beds. The same is true, 85 far as 
1 know, of most children's depart- 
ments in Kupat Holim hospitals 
throughout the country.” 

Professor Doron has also insti- 
tuted a series of.steps to cut down 
the number of patients reaching 
any hospital. There will be a steady 
transfer,of specialists from the hos- 
pitals to the clinics — where they 
will make early diagnoses in order 
to start treatment to prevent hos- 
pitalization. 

Those patients who must be hos- 
pitalized despite this, will have as 
many diagnostic tests (including x- 
rays) as possible done before ad- 
mission. Once in the hospital, other 
diagnostic tests and actual treat- 
ment “will be given with the ut- 
most speed in keeping with the 
patients health, so the patients can 
be discharged earlier." Operating 
theatres and X-ray institutes, which 
normally work only in the morn- 
ings, will now begin working in the 
late afternoons as well 

Stil another way of keeping hos- 
pital costs down, even if a hos- 
pital bed is used, is the “day hos- 
pital” system, The patient spends 
the day in the hospital, but not 
the evening or night. Some 150 
such “day beds” are now being 
prepared. Keeping a patient in such 
8 bed costs less than half the price 
of a full day in the hospital, 

Finally, patients discharged from 
the hospital early, or from con- 
valescent homes, will receive “home 
care” provided by a medical team 
composed of a doctor, nurse, and 
social worker.

to raise business taxes

BAIFA. The City Executive has 
& surprise in store for a part of 
the business community: an increase 
of the business tax. Today it will 
table in the City Council an amend- 
ment to the by-law on the tax 
which prescribes 2 70 per cent rise 
for “certain types of enterprises,” 
while the. rise is restricted to 40 

per cent for the majority: 

The agenda did not even list 
the tax increase as an item worth 
mention. It is discreetly referred 
to as “approval of the recommends- 
ttons of the Finance Committee.” 
In eight lines of “explanation” on 
the tex the differential increases, 
40 ‘versus 70 per cent, are said to 
“adjust the rates to the level of 
the tax in other towns.” They are 
effective retroactively monthly from 
April 3. 

At his press conference on Mon- 
day, July 12, Mayor Zeisel did not 
apparently consider the business tax 
increases important enough to men- 
tion, though he knew that at the 
next council meeting he would ask 
for approval of the by-law amend- 
ment. 

The text of the amendment does 
not list specifically thoze businesses 
for which the increase ts higher 
than for others.

The Sportsman, Boris 
Onishchenko, 38, was disqualified 
from the Olympics on Monday after 
officials in charge of the Pen- 
tathlon's fencing contest discovered. 
that his epee was wired to register a 
hit on the electronic scoring system. 
without touching his opponent. 

In. an unusualiy prompt response 
to the incident, the Soviet pentathlon 
federation acknowledged that 
Onishchenko had broken the rules. 
The federation said it “condemned 
this action by Onishchenko and ex- 
pelled him from the national team," 
an official federation statement 
said. 

‘Tass, . repo: from Montreal, 
said the incident could only evoke 
feelings of bitter disappointment. It 
described the disqualification as 
justified and added: “‘Onishchenko’s 
action aroused the righteous con- 
demnation of his team-mates.” 

Onishchenko's epee was equipped 
with a special device which enabled 
him to close two electrical contacts 
whenever he wanted and so activate 
the scoring systeni, Tass said. 

Another Soviet athlete, Pavel 
Lednev., finished first in the fencing 
event of the pentathlon on Monday 
night, while the third Soviet entry, 
Boris Mosolev, tied for ninth place.

A MONUMENT OR 
AN AFFRONT? 


THE STRONG PUBLIC reaction to 
@ proposed 40-metre-high monument 
to the martyrs of the Holocaust and 
to the resurrection of Israel which 
the Haifa City Executive has de- 
cided to erect in Gan Hazikaron, ἃ 
small park opposite the Town Hall, 
hos surprised the backers of the 
project. 

They blandly expect the public to 
pay IL2 million for the monument 
and yet have no voice in the matter. 
Moreover, the City Executive in- 
tends to award the job of designing 
the monument without any competi- 
tion among artists in Haifa or else- 
where. 

This cavalier disregard for demo- 
cratic procedure has strengthened 
public ire, but the primary question 
is: why a column at all? Why not 
a university chair for peace among 
nations? Or a memorial park like 
Gan Ha'em? Or an annual memor- 
tal prize for outstanding service to 
the Jewish People? 

The outrageous concept of a 40- 
metre column (“so that it should be 
seen out at sea, above the surround. 
ing houses} should have been cn- 
sidered together with other propo- 
sals coming from the entire Jewish 


People. 


Artists throughout the country 
regard it as an affront not to have 
been consulted on the matter, and 
they are beginning to speak up. 
The chairman of the Architects As- 
sociation, Prof. Michael Burt of the 
Technion, has demanded an open 
competition for the design. 

“A 40-metre column is not monu- 


mental art but monumental effront- 


ery," sculptor and painter Michael 
Gross said at a recent protest mect- 
ing. 
The moving spirit behind the 
idea of a Holocaust monument, 
though he did not suggest what 


form it should take, has been coun- 
eior Dr. Dov Laufer (Likud), him. 
self a survivor of a German camp. 


Mayor Zeisel and his advisers 
thought much money could be saved 
by treating this as a municipal 


subject, like a parking lot, or a 


sidewalk, and by employing city 


officials only, legally a valid ap- 
preach. A council committee con- 
firmed this view and the City Ex- 


ecutive charged three officials to 
cerry out the column project. On 
June 14, it also set up a “public 
council” to raise public contribu- 
tions to it. 

The municipal spokesman dis. 
creetly withheld the names of the 
three officials in his statement to 


the press. On inquiry, they turned 


out to be two recently engaged men, 
an engincer and a garden architect, 
and the third, the city’s art adviser, 
Gershon Knispel. His inclusion pro- 
voked a how] from the country’s art 
community. Tt suspected him, as the 
only artist consulted, to be the au- 
thor of the 40-metre column con- 
cept. And !t rained again the ques. 
tion of public propriety. Because 
of Knispel's previous demonstra- 
tions of skill in obtaining commis- 
sions for art works on private and 
Public structures, while employed as 
ἃ part-time municipal art adviser, 
the artists in Haifa (im October 
19741 pointed out in a letter what 
they regarded as an blnproper and 
unfair advantage given to and taken 
by a city official. 

On behalf of then Mayor Yosef 
Almogi, City Engineer Yosef Cohen 
replied, on November 22, 1974, that 
Knispel, until then on a half-time, 
half-pay job, had been given a full. 
time position as art adviser as of 
that month, “and it has been agreed 
with him that he wil no longer carry 
out monumental art works in Halfa on 
behalf of the city or anybody else." 
Mayor Zeisel was asked how he re- 
conciled this agreement with the 
fact that Knispel was now charged 
with undertaking the Gan Hazikaron 
eciumn as the only artist on the 
threezman panel of city officials, 
He said “the letter was written by 
the City Engineer, not by the Mayor, 
and hence is not binding on the 
city council.” 

For a maysr to disown an under- 
taking of a senior cmployee ap- 
Pointed to his post by the city 
council and acting on the instruction 
of a previous mayor is hardly proper 
ethically, and at least dubious 
legally. Pursued to its logical con- 
clusion nothing in Haifa’s City Hall 
may be legally or morally binding 
on the council unless the city coun. 
cil takes a vote on it. The only 
cuuncillor to object publicly to the 
way in which the Municipality lias 
treated the subject has been Dr. 
Gideon Kaminka (Ind. Lib.). “The 
city engaged Knispel to encourage 
public art in Haifa, not to under- 
tuke it all by himself.” 

Mayor Zelsel has only one valid 
argument to uphold his decision to 
treat the monument as an internal 
municipality matter: by declaring 
that the column has nothing to do 
with art, and by saying that, at 
the cost of IL50,000 a metre run- 
ning, the IL2m. project cannot be 
raised to 40 metre height without 
public help. 
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DEALS that are dramatic in both 
bidding and play seldom occur and 
are long remembered.

The spade 
jack was then covered by the 
queen and ace and 8. spade given to 
the defence for their only trick. 
Declarer was able to discard two 
diamonds on the established spades. 

East-West had a good sacrifice 
in six hearts for a loss of only one 
diamond and a club. But they could 
not get there since West doubled 
too avariciously, And how he 
groaned when he realized that six 
clubs could be defeated with a 
spade lead which East could ruff, 
and with a subsequent spade trick. 
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BRIDGES TO LEBANON 


IN A BURST of perhaps excessive enthusiasm, Defence Min- 
ister Shimon Peres has described the Lebanese civilians arriv- 
ing in Israel these days for medical treatment as “the fore- 
runners of peace and open bridges.” - 

Mr. Peres indicated, during a visit to the northern frontier 
area on Monday, that the border might soon be opened wide 
enough not only to provide succour for the ailing and the 
maimed, but also to make possible, for the first time, open 
trading with the farmers and merchants of Southern Lebanon. 
The experience of the “open bridges” with Jordan in the east 
would then be duplicated with Lebanon in the north. 

That is the earnest wish of all the people of this country. 
The record of friendship between the Lebanese, both Christian 
and Moslem, and Israeli Jews goes back many years. Veteran 
settlers of Upper Galilee still recall the days when mutual visits 
in the homes of friends across the border were commonplace. 
These were abruptly stopped when Lebanon joined in the Arab 
League assault on Israel the moment the Jewish State declared 
its independence. 

The hope persisted that Lebanon, as the saying went, “would 
be the second Arab state to make peace with Israel.” With 
that idea in mind, the Israel Defence Forces withdrew from a 
wide stretch of Lebanese territory that had been occupied in 
the War of Independence, without asking for anything unusual 
in return under the Armistice Agreement. The compensation 
was to have in Lebanon ἃ neighbour rather less hostile than 
the other Arab countries. 

But it did not become a serious candidate for peace negotia- 


. tions. Indeed, Lebanon's prudent avoidance of further wars 


against Israel, which kept it from losing any further territory, 
was often cited as an excuse for avoiding talks on future settle- 
ment. But the absence of peace was also given as reason for 
the eventual conversion of Southern Lebanon into Fatahland, 
a base for murderous sallies across the frontier into Israel. 

It was that fateful decision by Lebanon’s leaders to virtually 
cede a part of their homeland to the PLO which last year 
brought about the still unended civil war, and the Syrian in- 
tervention. From the ashes of that war, however, a new hope 
for amity between Lebanese and Israelis may now be springing. 

The PLO is alive to the threat which this human rapproche- 
ment poses to them, and they have sternly warned Lebanese 
civilians who have recourse to Israel’s medical services of pos- 
sible danger to their persons. 

That this attempt at intimidation has not worked may be 
due to several causes. The Lebanese who come here are in too 
dire a need of what Israel can offer them to worry about the 
harm that the terrorists can do to them. The terrorists’ ability 
to do harm has been appreciably reduced in recent weeks. And 
there may also be the growing awareness (even in a section of 
that country which is less well disposed towards Israel than 
some others where the Christians hold sway) that it is, after 
all, Yasser Arafat and not Yitzhak Rabin who covets Lebanon, 

A word of caution must, of course, be entered. A formal 
arrangement of “open bridges” is still only a distant hope. 
Even with regard to Jordan, “open bridges” have not yet led 
to any further giant steps towards peace. There is obviously a 
long way from a doctor's injection to a statesman’s agreement. 

But in the long run, any little shot in the arm may prove 
to have been salutary.

WHAT POSSIBLE advantage can 
accrue to Israel from putting “‘all the 
Arabs" into one bag and branding 
them all as terrorists?

Yet this is 
exactly what has been done by our 
press and Government alike during 
the last few weeks. 

It may of course be argued that the 
entire PLO (and not only the splinter 
group responsible for the hijacking 
of the Air France plane) was con- 
ceived as a terrorist organisation. 
That is quite true. Moreover, it may 
be said that if the official PLO 
leadership now finds It necessary to 
dissociate itself from the hijacking, 
and even denounces it, it does so not 
for the love of Israel, nor even out of 
principled opposition to terrorist 
methods. 


All this is perfectly true — except 
that the same argument could equal- 
ly be used against the “moderate” 
Arab governments, whose latest con- 
idemnation of terrorism is also of fair- 
ly recent origin. Yet Israel has wise- 
ly refrained from pointing this out 
publicly. After all, why should it be 
Israel's task to unite all the Arab 
countries behind terrorism? Indeed, 
why should it be Israel's task to rally 
all parts of the PLO behind the most 
extremist terrorist faction within it? 
Even if their condemnation of hi- 
jacking is not sincere, why should we 
not make use of it? 

There can be only one section of 
the Israeli politic community which 
is interested in strenghtening Arab 


extremists: our own extremists. For - 


it is a well-known fact that the most 
valuable assistance rendered to the 
“hawks on either side is’ by the 
“hawks"’ on the other side. Quite

Luxury hotel is home 
for needy refugees 


JOUNIEH, LEBANON. — Living in- 
congruously in a luxury seafront 
hotel near here are hundreds of im- 
poverished refugees from Lebanon's 
civil war. : 

Situated where the Mediterranean 
surf breaks dramatically on the 
rocky coast, the 350-unit Rabian 
Marine Beach resort is an unlikely 
refugee camp. 

But this is what it became in 
January after the leftists captured 
and sacked the predominantly 
Maronite Christian town of Damour 
on the coast 16 kilometres south of 
Beirut. 

Thousands of Damour's residents 
escaped to safety by sea, but most 
could take only what they were 
wearing in the hasty evacuation by 
small boats. 

Forty-four families from Damour 
occupy the top six floors of the 
hotel's new 12-storey tower. The 
view is stunning, but there are few 
other compensations. The building is 
without water, meaning that 
buckets of water must be hauled up 
the flights of stairs endlessly for 
cooking and bathing.. 

‘The Damour refugees’ hotel rooms 
are practically bare. Many rooms 
have five or six persons sleeping on 
foam rubber pads leid on the floor. 
Because most of the refugees have 
not been able to find jobs, they often 
cannot even afford to buy bread, ex- 
isting largely on limited food con- 
tributions.

The Damour refugees don't know 
when, if ever, they will be able to 
return to their burned-out homes. 

A lawyer from Damour said that 
since the gutting of the twon there 
had been other attacks against 
Maronites in nearby villages. It's not 
safe for any Christian to stay in that 
area." . 

Unlike the Damour refugees, the 
majority of the families whe have 
been living for months at the Rabiah 
Marine Beach resort are paying 
guests, but almost all are also war 
refugees. 

Beach huts of only 30 square 
metres that first sold for $5,000 two 
years ago, before the war, now cost 
over $25,000 because of the great de- 
mand for housing out of range of the 
shelling. 

Hanna Jeha, a civil engineer, mov- 
ed his family into one in June after 
their apartment building in eastern 
Beirut was shelled for the second 
time. The Jeha family have a second 
home in the mountains, but it is in 
leftist-held territory into which they 
fear to venture. 

Sitting in his bathing suit near the 
hotel's huge pool, Jeha said: “I lost 
over $300,000 in the clashes, but 
thank God we're safe." 

A house-painter from Damour 
finds it hard to understand why he is 
living in a high-rise luxury hotel with 
practically nothing to his name. He 
said: "Ἴ don't know what went wrong 
in this country. They used to call ita 
second Switzerland.” 
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poses any longer, it would only be 
logical to help them dissociate 
themselves from those who still 
preach it openly.

YAD VASHEM

Sir, — Tremendous talent and im- 
agination, not to speak of funds, have 
been’ invested in the buildings, 
grounds, gardens and landscaping of 
Yad Vashem, but ly little, by 
comparison, has been put into the ex- 
hibits, My visit to Yad Vashem today 
reminded me of many American 
synagogues, magnificent architec- 
tural monuments, physically im- 
posing, but spiritually and religious- 
ly barren and sterile. 

To think that the overwhelming 
tragedy of the Holocaust is treated 
with so little Imagination, that the 
wealth of materials available are 
displayed with so little creativity 
and talent, was to me a deep disap- 
pointment. Many exhibita are so in- 
adequately lighted that it is impossai- 
ble to read the inscriptions; there is 
little use of sound, depth, or light: 
there are no ongoing continuous 
movies; there is no projection of pic- 
tures or messages on the walls or 
through’ television devices; there is 
little colour, little drama, no music. 
‘The material is inadequate and poor. 


- You might think that we did not live 


in the era of modern audio-visual] 
projection. If but five per cent of the 


cost of the physical plant were in- © 


vested in the message and ex- 
perience of the Holocaust, the visitor 
would be overwhelmed. 

If Yad Vashem is the memorial to 
the great Jewish tragedy which gave 
rise to the State of Israel, then we 
owe its victims a more fitting and 
moving memorial.
